MINI CONTROL PANEL SETTINGS 

•Visual Indication— Check this option if you want the Mini Control Panel Console to appear on the desktop each time 
you insert your Iomega Mini USB drive into a USB connector. 

• Audio Indication— Check this option if you want an audible indication when you insert your Iomega Mini USB drive 
into your computer's USB port. 

• Splash Screen— Check this option if you want a splash screen to display while Mini Control Panel is loading. 




SPLASH SCREEN 
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• Autorun Process— Check this option to automatically launch various applications based on autorun instructions set on 
your Iomega® Mini USB drive, similar to a CD-ROM autorun. 



Load with Windows— Check this option to load Mini Control Panel when Windows starts, enabling Iomega Mini USB 
drive advanced features. If you disable this feature, you will need to start Mini Control Panel manually from the Start 
menu. 



• Create Desktop Shortcut— Check this option to create a Mini Control Panel shortcut on your desktop. 

• Always on Top— Check this option to keep the Mini Control Panel Console in front of all windows for quick and easy 
access. If you disable this feature, the Mini Control Panel Console becomes a normal window. 

• Select Your Language-Select your language from the dropdown menu. Only the supported languages are shown. 
Correct display of the selected language depends on the specific Windows version you are using and the system loca- 
tion you select. 

If Windows does not support the language you have selected, a "?" is displayed instead of the language name. 
Make sure that you can read the welcome message displayed next to the language selection box. If yes, click OK. Close 
the Mini Control Panel to implement the language change. All screen shots and text will change according to the lan- 
guage selected. 

MINI CONTROL PANEL POPUP MESSAGES 

Mini Control Panel uses Popup messages to provide information or to inform you of Iomega Mini USB drive events. The mes- 
sage automatically disappears after a few seconds, or you can click to close.

MINI CONTROL PANEL CONSOLE 

The Mini Control Panel Console enables you to access your Iomega Mini USB drive to store and retrieve files, launch installed 
applications and customize your Iomega Mini USB drive. 

The Mini Control Panel console displays the Iomega Mini USB drive logo, drive letter and label. To change this display to your 
personal icon or label, see Personalizing Your Iomega Mini USB Drive. Click and drag to move the Mini Control Panel Console 
to another location on your desktop. 




MINI CONTROL PANEL CONSOLE 
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LCD Display 

The LCD display shows your Iomega® Mini USB drive total capacity and free space. The free space indicator turns red when 5% 
or less of your total disk space is free. The LCD display also indicates if your Mini drive is write protected or contains a privacy 
zone. 

Mini Lock: If you are using Mini Lock and have logged into your Privacy Zone, it will show in the LCD on the Mini Control Panel

Buttons 

Click any of the buttons described below to use them. 

• Tools— 3 "^ Cj The Tools button opens the Mini Control Panel Console menu. This menu contains the Mini Control Panel 
Console settings, advanced features, and personal folders. 

• Browse— E Click on the Browse button to open the Iomega Mini USB drive in Windows Explorer and to access all your 
files. 

• Close— V Click X to hide the Mini Control Panel Console. The console will disappear from the desktop and a message 
will be displayed, advising you that the program will continue to run in the taskbar. To re-open the Mini Control Panel 
Console, double-click the tray icon or select Show from the Mini Control Panel right-click menu. 

• Eject— The Eject button allows for the safe removal of your Iomega Mini USB drive. 

NOTE: Windows 2000/XP users, you can also double-click the Safely Remove Hardware icon in the taskbar to 
remove your Iomega Mini USB drive. 

CAUTION! Removing your Iomega Mini USB drive without using one of these options can result in data loss!

Login/Logout Privacy Zone 

If you have created a Privacy Zone on your Iomega Mini USB drive using Mini Lock, you can login to this zone easily by 

clicking Login Privacy Zone and entering the correct password in the Login Privacy Zone window. 

NOTE: After a fifth unsuccessful attempt to login, Safe Eject your Iomega Mini USB drive, reinsert it, and try logging in 

again. 

After you have successfully logged into your Privacy Zone, the text in the Advanced Features Menu changes to Logout 
Privacy Zone. To logout, just click this option.

Enable/Disable Write Protection 

To protect your Iomega Mini USB drive from viruses or data loss when plugging it into a computer whose security and 
integration are questionable, Mini Control Panel enables you to write-protect your Iomega Mini USB drive. Write-protec- 
tion will not let you delete or alter any files on the drive. 

Synchronization Options 

Mini Control Panel synchronization options speed up and simplify the process of synchronizing your work between two 
or more computers, or simply backing up files. Available options include: 

• Synchronize Folder: Synchronizes specific folders and sub-folders. 

• Synchronize My Favorites: Synchronizes the My Favorites folder on your computer and the Iomega Mini USB 
drive Favorites folder. 

• Synchronize My Documents: Synchronizes the My Documents folder on your computer and the Iomega Mini USB 
drive Documents folder. 



First Time Folder Synchronization 

To enable folder synchronization for the first time on a new computer or with a new Iomega Mini USB drive, follow the 
steps below: 

1. Select Synchronize Folders from the Advanced Features Menu. The Synchronization Settings window is displayed. 

2. Select the folders you would like to synchronize. The first folder must be an existing local folder. The second fold- 
er must be an existing Iomega Mini USB drive folder. 
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NOTE: If identical files exist in both your local folders and the Iomega Mini USB drive folders, Mini Control Panel will 
not know which file is the most up-to-date version. Rename one of the files.

A list of the 
required actions, awaiting your approval, is displayed.

5. Click OK when a message is displayed indicating synchronization completion. 
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Folder Synchronization Rules 

The following rules apply to the synchronization process: 

• New files— If a new file is created in a synchronized folder, Mini Control Panel will create the same file in the fold- 
er on your Iomega® Mini USB drive. 

• Deleted files— If a file is deleted in a synchronized folder, Mini Control Panel will delete the file in the folder on 
your Iomega Mini USB drive. 

• Modified files— If a file is modified in a synchronized folder, Mini Control Panel will replace the file in the folder 
on your Iomega Mini USB drive. If the file is modified in both folders, Mini Control Panel will skip this file without 
performing any operation. 

• Renamed files— Renaming a file is the same as creating a new file. The rule for "Deleted files" applies. 
Create Personal Folders 

Personal folders are file folders that help you to categorize/organize your files for quick retrieval. 

To create a personal folder, select Create Personal Folders from the Advanced Features menu, then click OK. 
The My Profile folder is automatically created on your Iomega Mini USB drive. Within this folder are the following fold- 
ers: 

• My Mini USB Drive-This folder is similar to your Desktop and stores general files that you access frequently. 

• Mini USB Drive Documents-This folder is similar to your My Documents folder and stores work files. This folder 
stores files from the Synchronize My Documents operation. 

• Mini USB Drive Favorites-This folder is similar to your Favorites folder and stores your favorites. This folder stores 
files from the Synchronize My Favorites operation. 

• Start Menu-This folder holds shortcuts to the My Mini USB Drive, Mini USB Drive Documents, and Mini USB 
Drive Favorites folders. 

To access any files in your personal folders, you can either open your My Profile folder using Windows Explorer or 
click the Tools button and select a personal folder from the Advanced Features Menu.

SEND TO MENU 
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Autorun 

The Mini Control Panel Autorun function enables you to automatically launch a wide variety of files, such as HTML web 
pages, when you connect your Iomega Mini USB drive. 

The Mini Control Panel runs and executes the Iomega Mini USB drive autorun.ini file. You can disable the Autorun func- 
tion in the Mini Control Panel Settings dialog box. 

NOTE: The Mini Control Panel Autorun function has a slightly different and more extended syntax than the CD-ROM 
autorun syntax. 

A typical AUTORUN. INF file contains two lines in text format (ASCII) as shown in the following examples: 
Example 1: 

The syntax of the AUTORUN. INF file that launches the yahoo web page would look like: 
[launcher] 

open=www.yahoo.com 

Example 2: 

The syntax of the AUTORUN. INF file that launches the windows calculator (calc.exe) would look like: 

[launcher] 

open=calc.exe
